It is also claimed by counsel for defend- 
ant Kane, in the criminal proceedings in 
the court below, thateven though he may 
not have had a constitutional right toa trial 
by jury, he still has a statutory right. In 


-other words, yea ses for the sake of ar- 


gusen that the Constitution does not give 
him the right of trial by jury, that still the 
Legislature, in providing the procedure 
for the trial of cases of vagrancy, has given 
a right to trial by jury to the detendant. 
That seems to be the question in this = 
ceeding. So far as the Constitutional right 
is concerned, we are decidediy of the opin- 
ion that there is noright to trial by jury 
guaranteed to defendants in this class of 
cases. The expression “The right of trial 
by jury shall secured to all,” means the 
historical right to trial by jury. That isa 
right that has been the safeguard of the 
people from time immemorial—a right 
which existed at common law—a right 
which has bsen declared in the constitu- 
tions of all the various States. 

At common law there was no right of 
trial by jury given tothis class of misde- 
meanors. Vagrants and roisterous and 
boisterous fellows, with no means of sup- 
port, arrested under the provisions of the 
enactments of Parliament, were not en- 
titled to trial by jury, and were disposed of 
summarily by the justices of the peace and 
magistrates; and wedonot see that our 
Constitution, by its express provisions, has

There is a story afloat in Kentucky 
that Speaker Carlisle is to be deprived 
of his certificate of election, on the 
ground of the alleged illegality of the 
ballots cast for him in Campbell and 
Kenton counties, they being of per- 
forated instead of plain paper.

Adjt.-Gen. Drum’s Ke 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—In his annual re- 
port to the Secretary of War, Adj.-Gen. 
Drum says that the regularly-organized and 
uniformed active militia of the several 
States which, in 1885, aggregated 84,739, 
‘reached 92,734 in 1886, increased to 100,837 
in the following year, and on July 6, 1888, 
represented an available force of 106,919 
men.

OLBOMARGERINE, 


How to Distinguish Between Good 
and Bad Butter. 

A gentleman residing in this city who 
was tourteen years connected with the 
grocery business in Boston, Mass., says that 
the fading of color, or brittleness, are not 
good tests to discover whether a substance 
is genuine butter or the bogus article, or 
compaund, This party said the only true 
test was an analysis made by a chemist who 
understands his business. If this is not 
practical by reason of its expensiveness, 
then the next: best test, and a cheap one, is 
what is known among grocery men as the 
“wick test.” This consists of drawing a 
few threads of lamp-wick through a tub of 
butter. After this wick has been drawn 
through itis placed in a saucer and set on 
fire. You then hold your nose over the 
flayne and inhale the smoke, If the odor is 
of a tallow-like or oily smell, it is supposed 
to be oleomargarine or bogus butter, but if 
genuine butter the odor will be like the 
smell of a good creamery. 

If the good butter has~- been mixed with 
olemargarine or its kindred products, it 
may generally be detected by a magnifying 
glass, as the particles of the butter and the 
grease compound cannot be thoroughly 
combined. These two methods may be 
employed by families who are suspicious 
that what they -purchase is not the genu- 
ine product of the dairy, but who do not 
feel lik® employing a chemist to make an 
analysis. 

The gentleman before alluded to saia 
there should bea State law, if thereis not 
now, to protect people who desire to use 
only the genuine article. Grocers, he said, 
should have a sign up in aconspicuous 

lace, reading: ‘“‘Oleomargarine for sale.”

tinctly stamp, brand, or mark in some con- 
spicuous place upon every package of sach 
article. or substance the word “oleomarga- 
rine” in plain letters, not less than one- 
fourth of an inch square each; and in case 
of retail sale of such article or substance in 
parcels or otherwise, the seller shall, in all 
cases, deliver therewith to the purchaser a 
printed label bearing the plainly printed 
word, “oleomargarine,” the said word to be 
printed with type each letter of which shal!
